VOTE COMES AT END 
OF STORMY SESSION 


Repeal Would Cost State 
From Two to Three and 
One-Half Million An- 
nually, Says Covington. 


By a vote of 20 to 12, the ways 
and means committee of the house on 
Monday afternoon voted against all 
periding bills for the repeal of the 
state tax equalization law. By this 
vote, the repeal bills go back to the 
house with the recommendation that 
they do not pass. | 

The bills under consideration were 
house bills Nos. 1, 51 and 101 and 
were similar in their effect, which 
which was to repeal the tax equaliza- 
tion law. No substitute means of rais- 
ing revenue was provided by any of 
the three. 

Arguments against passage of the 


hills were made by Covington, of Col-- 


quitt; Barrett, of Stephens; Miller, 
cf Dodge, and others, while the lead- 
ers of the opposition, who supported 
the move to repeal the equalization 
law, were Stovall, of Elbert; Dan- 
iel, of Troup, and Rutherford, of 
Monroe. 
Refuse to Adjourn. 

The secssion was One of the most 
stormy witnessed in a legislative com- 
mittee room for a long time and it 
was evident soon after the committee 
met at 3:30 o’clock that the entire 
question of the state tax equaliza- 
tion law would be threshed out be- 
fore alijournment. Frequent motions 
to adjourn were lost and at 6 o'clock 
the last one of the three bills had 
been voted. 

Opponents of the repeal of the tax 
law consisted of two groups, and a 
few members are opposed to its repcal 
at all. The majority, however, based 
its opposition on the argument that 
the law must not be repealed until 
some other means of raising the reve- 
nue needed by the state has been pro- 
vided. Representative Covington, of 
Colquitt, declared that to repeal this 
law without creating some other tax 
system in its place, would lower the 
state’s revenue from two to three and 
a hal million dollars annually and 
he declared that jt would be criminal 
to thus leave the state and her wards 
to the danger of receiving practically 
no finarcial support. 

Representative Batrett, of Ste 
pheng county stated that if the repeal 
laws ag drawn up were passed, the 
state would be absolutely without 
means of raising any revenue, inas- 
much as the system of county tar 
receivers, in vogue before the pas- 
sage of the equalization law in 1913, 
would not be automatically restored.

“On the other hand there is another bill, 
the Parker bill, pending in the legislature

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Pacitic Treaties 


Paris, July’ 9-—-The chamber of 


deputies today unanimously approved 
the Washington treaties relating to 
the Vacific. : 

The chamber passed a bill approv- 
ing the treaty concluded on Decem- 
ber 12, 1921, by France, the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan cov- 
ering their island possessions in the 
Pacific and the declaration pted 
on the same date relating to the Pa- 
cific mandates 

It also accepted the complementary 
agreement made in Washington on 
February 6, 1922, in which applica- 
tion of the treaty was precisely de- 
fined as it concerns Japan. 

On Saturday the chamber approved 
the Washington agreement on naval 
limitation. Both treaties now go to 
the senate. 

The vote on the naval treaty Sat- 
urday was 460 to 106. 

Radi Seores Harding. 

When the question of ratifying the 
conventions relating to the Pacific 
came up today Deputy Archimbaud, 
socialist-radical, said he and his 
friends would vote for the bill not be- 
| cause France would obtain any great 
;advantage from it but because the 
treaties constituted a perceptible ef- 
ifort by four great nations toWward 
; peace and would strengthen” the 
chances of peace in the Pacific. He 
congratulated Albert Sarraut, minis- 
ter for the colonies, French delegate 
to the Washington conference, for 
the efforts he had made to transform 
the J’acific pact, which originally 
wus to have been signed by the 
Linited States, Great Britain and 
Japan, into four-power treaty. 

M. Sarraut said he had _ been 
aided by the United States in at- 
taining this object, that country never 
having ceased to show a desire that 
the treaty should be signed by all 
four yowers. 

“If I may judge by the messages 
sent by President Harding to the 
senate on that occasion,” rejoined 
Deputy Archimbaud, “I hardly gather 
the same impression, and I consider 
that the president of the United 
States expressed in that message re- 
marks very unfortunate, not to say 
unfriendly, to France.” 


Alludes to Versailles Treaty. 


The deputy added that the presi- 
dent’s message contained allusions 
far from favorable to the treaty of 
Versailles. 

M. Sarraut refused to admit of this 
interpretation and Premier Poincare 
interposed to the effect that President 
Harding had spoken only of the Pa- 
cific treaty, which was of more im- 
portance for the United States than 
the treaty of Versailles. 

Deputy Archimbaud continued his 
remarks, saying that if the treaty 
P 4 in the 
Pacific as the leading naval power 


anese alliance,’ the advantages for 
French appeared to be of the small- 
est, while those of America and Ja- 
pan were evident. 

M. Sarraut interrupted with “that 
remains to be seen” and added that 
the French delegation had wished to 
include Indo-China in the zone of the 
territories guaranteed by the treaty.

Charges False Returns.

He said if the truth 
was told bluntly, the majority of 
citizens of the state lie when they 
make out their returns and, if they 
were honest and returned All their 
property at a fair valuation, as they 
are supposed to do, the taxable values 
of Georgia, instead of being a billion 
and a quarter as at present, would 
be between five and ten billions.

New York, July 9.—The Broadway 
of the East Side is Grand street. In 
many ways it has more bustle and 
dash than the Great White Way. Tne 
night street market, with its flaring 
banjo torches, thick-jammed sidewalks 
and medley voices, remind the visitor 
of Cairo. 


The people are mostly foreigners, 
and they garb in the dazzling colors sw 
dear to their hearts. There is an 
eager rush about the street booths 
and small shops. Stores remain open 
until midnight. Push-cars sell every- 
thing from millinery feathers to 
sliced watermelons, 

“H’y’are! Niftick silk shoits from 
the Ave-noo!” shouts a bearded old 
man. Another cries: “Silk socks for 
swell gents!” ‘The din and perpetual 
hubbub are almost deafening. Chil- 
dren race in and out the traffic skjl- 
fully defying death. 

Mothers sit in upstairs windows 
with sleeping babes until long after 
the street roar dies down. ‘Then firo 
escapes are filled with balloon bed- 
ding, and Grand street sleeps the sleep 
of the exhausted. There ig a merry 
dazzle to the coffee shops and quick 
eateries, 

In one group Poles may be doing 
a mazurka, In another, young last 
Siders are clogging away in the saw- 
dust, and there is something volative 
and spontaneous about the fun. Eueh 
Grand Street shop has its “outside 
man who, if you admire Fomething

_Near Grand street is famous Divi- 
sion street—a narrow thoroughfare— 
that is lined on either side with hat 
cloak and gown shops.

As it has long been the fuel of the 
northeastern states, it is affected by 
a public interest. The dissolution of 
the railroads and the coal mines 1s 
so recent that it is yet impossible 
to say whether the natural monopoly 
will be in restraint of trade, 

The commission apposeg zovernment 
ownership, but for the purpose of 
determining the effects of this natural 
monopoly upon the consumer recom- 
mends publicly through annual re- 
ports made to some governmental 
agency on forms prescribed thereby. 
The increasing cost of mining and 
distributing coal is traced so that the 
consumer may know the facts upon 
which wholesale and retail prices have 
doubled in 10 years. It does not 
differ from other commodities save 
that the sooring price did not drop 
in 1920. 

The consumer's dollar is analyzed 
showing that roughly half of it pays 
for the coal at the mine, a quarter 
pays for the freight, and a quarter 
goes to the retail dealer. Of this 
same dollar 11 or 12 cents are divid- 
ed as profits between the mine oper- 
ator and the retailer, the railroad 
profit not being determined. The 
item of freight charge is so large that 
it urges upon the interstate com- 
merce commission a re-examination 
of anthracite rates. Jt discloses that 
nearly three-quarters of the _ coal 
mined is by 9 large companies which

Advance In Labor Cost. 


When it comes to the actual min-|# 


ing of the coal it shows that labor 
cest per ton has advanced since 1913 
from $1.56 to $4.12, retaining prac- 
tically the same relation to total cost. 
while the cost of supplies has doubled 
and general expenses nearly trebled. 
The total cost of a gross ton of all 
sizes was $5.75 for the railroad mines 
and $6.32 for certain large independ- 
ents. In 1915 the relative cost was 
$2.23 and $2.50, respectively. These 
averages include steain sizes that Sell 
below cost, as well as the household 
sizes on which the profit is made. The 
average cost must be compared with 
average sales realization on all sizes, 
not with the market price of domestic 
sizes. This average in 1913 was 
$2.63, and in 1923, $6.78. The mar- 
gin between what it costs to mine 
the average ton of coal and what it 
sold for at the mine is the approxi- 
mate measure of what the operator 
received for his services. 

The commission fixes no basis for 
investment, that being a judicial func- 
tion, but will later state the figures 
with relative thearies, as to how the 
investment is to be determined. 
Throughout the report it insists upon 
full and continuous publicity through 
some governmental authority to re- 
quire financial reports to prescribe 
uniform methods of cost accounting, 
and to determine the conditions under 
which the coal may be shipped in 
interstate commerce. An_ extensive 
study was made of the living condli- 
tions of the miners’ families, and the 
wages, earnings, and labor conditions 
of the mine workers form a large 
part of its report. Earnings are not 
stated by averages, but by classes, 
the amount earned by these classes, 
and the days worked to earn the same. 
Of those who avail themselves of the 
opportunity to work the year round, 
the income for a family of five ranges 
in general from $1,500 to $2,000. 
Some exceed this; many fall below

The anthracite output has not kept 
up with the increase in population, 
nor, unless additional miners’ helpers 
enter the industry, is there hope of 
increasing the output. The mines are 
now making a record in the way of 
production, but even yet are not us- 
ing the mine and breaker to full capac- 
ity. If the labor can be found, double 
shifts ‘in the low cost mones would 
help to relieve the situation. Im- 
proved practices in the use of au- 
thracite are urged, and recommenda- 
tions made to reduce the number of 
market sizes, for better inspection of 
coal so as to guarantee quality and 
the larger use of substitutes. The 
consumer can create a demand for 
substitutes that will serve as one 
form of insurance against unjust com- 
binations of either labor or capital 
and the consequent rising prices.

New Orleans, July 9.—After ruling lower 
in early hours as result of unfavorable cables 
and reports of some scattered rains in north, 
central and south Texas, market recovered 
owing to the strength displuyed by July, 
prospects for peace in the near east and 
owing to apprehendion entertained as to 
the probability of reports of weevil dam- 
age increasing. Except for the probability 
of too mnch rain Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia and perhaps Louisiana crop ac- 
counts are generally favorable and it is 
likely that some improvement in the con- 
dition of the plant as a whole has taker 
plece during the past two weeks. A de- 
velopment of much importance to the trade 
and the peace of the world is that the allies 
and Turkey have reached an agreement on 
all disputes, and that a treaty of peace will 
be signed this week. The restoration of 
peace in the near east will likely be fol- 
lowed. by a revival of trade, especially be- 
tween England and Turkey, perhaps be re- 
flected in more business with Indian. There 
now remains only the arrival of an under- 
standing between England and France as to 
German reparations to restore confidence in 
Europe, but as yet this feature of the situa- 
tion is in a deadlock. Advices from New 
York are to effect that the July position 
there looks completely tied up, as it is 
reported that every bale there is earmarked 
for shipment. The total stock in New

ON GOOD WEATHER 


Chicago, July 9.— Wheat averaged 
lower in price today chiefly as a tre- 
sult of fine weather for the harvest 
and because of enlarged receipts frow 
the new crop. The government report 
as to all grain proved ty be about as 
generally expected. Wheat closed un- 
settled at a range which from half 
cent net decline extended to quarter 
cent advance with July and Septem- 
ber both 1031-2 to 1035-8 and De- 


cember 1061-8. Corn finished haif 
cent to 23-8 cents up. Oats at 1-8 
to 5-8 cent gain and provisions un- 
changed to 5 cents down. 

Hedging sales of new wheat put 
bus at a disadvantage soon after the 
opening and emphasized the bearish 
effect of weather reports from the 
harvest region, as well as drew atten- 
tion to the increased size of wheat 
arrivals at Kansas and Oklahoma 
cities. Wichita in particular showed 
receipts of 259 car loads, as against 
165 the corresponding day a year ago. 
On the other hand, an advance in 
Liverpool quotations failed to exert 
any bullish: influence here, and so 
likewise did a sharp decrease of the 
amount of wheat on ocean passage.
